belt usage in state survey 


The Alabama Dept. of Public’ 


Health, Office of Health Promotion 
and Information, recently conducted 
surveys todetermine the level of seat 
belt usage in Alabama. The surveys 
are completed every six months in 
the major metropolitan areas of 
Birmingham, Huntsville, Mobile and 
Montgomery. Surveys werealso 
completed in medium size cities, 
small towns and rural areas to assess 
the usage rate of a definable portion 
of Alabama’s population, 

Presently seat belt usage is 22.9 
percent statewide, up from the 10.4 
percent recorded in the first seat belt 
survey of May 1983. The highest 
percentage of observed seat belt 
usage in the large metropolitan areas 
is 30.5 percent in Birmingham, 
followed by Montgomery with 30 
percent, Huntsville with 21.7 
percent, and lowest is Mobile with 
11.7 percent.

The Family Living ‘‘egg babies’ as a whole survived the ordeal of being parented 
by students at Z.C. Two of the babies however were not so fortunate. 

Mrs. Marsha Oggs, Family Living teacher, reported one death. She catied Human 
Resources, formerly Pensions and Security, and talked to Mra. Barbara Turner. Since 
the death was accidental, an autopsy would be performed. If signe of abuse were 
found, the parent would be taken Into legal custody of any other children In the family. 
If no signe of abuse were found then no action would be taken by Human Resources. 
~ Another child was abandoned for two hours and then left with an Incompetent 
caretaker. Human Resources would take legal custody of the ahild and a hearing would 
be set up within 72 hours. If the parent was found gullty as charged, she would lose 
her child and possibly any other children she might already have, It would be up to 
Human Resources to decide when and If she got her child or chtidren back. In some 
cases, if there is a responsible relative such as @ grandparent or aunt, Human 
Resources will give them physical custody of the child, but the department will retain 
legal custody. If there isn't a responsible relative then the child or chtidren will be put 
Into foster care. 

The parents of the ‘‘egg babies’’ had to keep care and feeding loge on their chitidren 
for a week. Each parent also had a problem to solve. The problems ranged from colic fo 
Down's Syndrome to finding out their child was deaf. Class members had to write a 
paper telling their feelings and also what kind of care would be necessary to deal with 
thelr problems. 

Mrs. Oggs said, ‘‘In general, the ‘egg bables’ were taken care of very well, and 
class members would make good parents when the time came."'

Dr. George Washington Carver 

If an honest history of the Deep 
South is ever written, Dr. George 
Washington Carver will stand out as 
one of the truly great men of his 
time. 

Mr, Leo C, Anderson, Detroit, 
Mich., and I put ‘our heads 
together’’ and came up with some 
very informative facts about this 
great black man. 

Almost  singlehanded! Dr. 
Carver revolutionized outhern 
agriculture. He was a scientist, 
teacher, administrator and 


humanitarian, 

From his laboratory on the 
campus of Tuskegee Institute, 
Tuskegee, flowed hundreds of 
discoveries and products. From the 
once neglected peanut, Dr. Carver 
extracted meal, instant and dry 
coffee, bleach, tan remover, wood 
filler, metal polish, paper, ink, 
Shaving cream, rubbing _ oil, 
linoleum, synthetic rubber and 


plastics. 


From the soybean he obtained . 


flour, breakfast food and milk. His 


mind laid bare over 100 different | 


products within the sweet potato. 
The Wizard of Tuskegee was 


known throughout the world. Henry 


Ford set up a special laboratory for 
him, and men from Australia, 
Africa, Russia and India consulted 
him. He was also a competent 
painter. He studied art at Iowa’s 
Simpson College. 

Dr. Carver was born in Diamond 
Grove, Missouri, in 1964. Enduring 
hardships and prejudice he worked 
his way through Simpson, Iowa, 
State College, and Booker T. 
Washington called him to Tuskegee 
Institute in 1896. 

An experimental farm was set up 
there under Dr. Carver and the work 
began of re-educating farmers 
throughout the Tuskegee region. 

He was gentle, amiable, humble 
‘and devout before God and nature. 
He was first and foremost a research 
scientist whose work had immediate 
applications. He was concerned 
about how he could make the lives of 
people better. = 

It is highly doubtful if any other 
individual has done as much for 
Southern agriculture as Dr. Carver 
who died in 1943 and was buried 
next to Booker T. Washington.
